SUSPICIOUS DEATH AT BANGKOK, 

A Royal Decree on Quaraniine has been 

issued by which Koh Phai is once more 
declared the quarantine station, at which all 
vessels from China poris must call for medical 
inspection. Vessels from Hongkong or Swatow 
must have been nine full days out from port 
befare they receive pratique. The new Decree 
takes effect from to-morrow. 
That it was time to transfer the quarantine 
officer from Paknam to Koh Phai is shown by 
the fact that it has already been found neces- 
sary to send one vessel back to that island for 
quarantine purposes. The Afadeleine Rickmers 
arrived at Paknam on tgth ult, from Swatow 
with some 630 coolies on board. When 
Dr. Rodriges, the quarantine officer, went 
on board, it was reported to him that 
o-c af the coolies had died a very short 
time before. As the symptoms seemed 
suspicious the quarantine officer telegraphed 
for Wr, Highet, the Medical Officer of Health, 
who on examining the body, which had 
turned black, considered the case sufficient:

HOW WAL NEWS GOES, 


‘HE WORKING OF THE CABLES FROM JAPAN 
TO CHIN\. 


At the annual meeting of the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company held on tst ult, it was 
stated that the company had been put into a 
precarious condition Ly the war inthe Far East. 
The company's Vladivostock lines have been 
mterrupted by the Russian authorities, but they 
are in some way-compensated for this by the 
opening of their new line, running fron Pekin 
through Kiachta to Irkutsk, The working of 
this is so excellent that Shanghai telegrams 
reaches Copenhagen by it im half an hour. Of 
course, there, are possibilities that with any 
trouble in China the service wil be interrupted. 
The Great Northern Company's Japan’ cables 
connecting Japan with Korea and China are 
safe for the present, as it isto Japan's interest 
to preserve them ; but should’ the Juck of war 
change to ‘Russia's success these cables are 
certain to be interrupted, For this reason the 
directors have voted £79,000 out of last year's 
profit of £450,000 to the reserve fnnd, Yet the 
company was able'to pay a.1s per cent. divi- 
dend. Another trouble which the company 
has is dueto their contracts for laying fresh 
cables from the Continent to England having 
expired in 1923. On making an application 
for an extension of time tothe English Govern- 
ment the company were allowed to gto, when 
the company's contracts with other countries 
expire, In that year it is the intention of the 
English Government to discuss arrangements 
with other countries as to the cable company’s 
contracts,
